Short beds are an advantage. They take less time to 
care for properly, therefore making a greater showing 
of accomplishment. 


Outline the entire garden, including the paths and 
beds, with stout string fastened to stakes to make 
planting easier. Then place stakes for the first row and 
stretch a line between them. Repeat this before plant- 
ing each row so it will be straight and all rows will be 
the correct distance apart. 


Be sure your garden plot has good drainage. Stand- 
ing water will ruin plants. There should be some pro- 
tection against strong winds. 


Essential tools you will need are spade (or fork), hoe, 
rake, and a small hand duster or sprayer. 


A “spring gardener” lets his work go with neglect as 
soon as the weather is warm. So make a good start and 
keep going all season by doing a little bit each day. 
That is the advantage of the short row— it is never 
discouraging. 


Remember the soil in your garden is a part of the 
arsenal of democracy. 
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VEGETABLE SEEDS 


ASPARAGUS 


1 oz. to 100 ft., 4 Ibs. per acre. 

Soak the seed for 24 hours before planting to_ insure 
more rapid and certain germination. Sow in spring in rows 
about 18 inches apart, allowing 15 to 20 seeds to the foot. 
Cover 2 inches deep. When plants are well established, thin 
to about an inch apart. Hoe frequer ‘ly during the summer. 
Set in a permanent bed the following spring.

BEANS 
Dwarf beans: 


1 Ib. to 100 ft., 50 to 60 Ibs. per acre. 


Pole beans: 
1 Ib. to 100 ft., 30 to 35 Ibs. per acre. 


Lima beans: : 
1 Ib. to 100 ft., 30 to 50 Ibs. per acre. 


Plant beans after all danger of frost is 
past, in warm, dry, well prepared soil. The 
rows should be 2 to 3 feet apart and the 
seeds covered 114 to 2 inches deep. Thin 
the young plants to 3 to 6 inches apart in 
the rows. 














Shallow cultivation should be frequent 
until blossoming, then stop to avoid injury 
to the roots. Root injury causes the blos- 
soms to fall off. For succession, plant every 
two weeks until midsummer. Frequent pick- 
ing of the crop insures long bearing.

Seed should be sown at the rate of one ounce to 100 feet 
of row. The rows should be spaced 14 to 24 inches apart. 
Work the soil well and cover the seeds about an inch deep. 
A rich sandy loam is most favorable, but nearly all types of 
soil will produce beets if sufficiently fertilized and properly 
tilled.

1 oz. to 100 ft., 6 to 10 Ibs. per acre. 


Sugar beets are desirable not only for sugar making but 
for stock feedings, and when small they may be used for 
the table. The soil producing best results is a rich, friable 
sand or clay loam. Cultivation is the same as for mangel 
wurzel.

KLEIN WANZLEBEN. The most desirable beet for sugar 
manufacture.

Heads large; flattened globe shape; become 8 to 
9 inches across, 6 to 7 inches deep, and weigh 7 to 9 
pounds.

LATE FLAT DUTCH. The best very large, late cabbage.

CHINESE CABBAGE 


CHINESE IMPROVED OR WONG BOK. This exceptionally 
fine vegetable is rapidly growing in public favor. Its growth, 
which resembles the Cos lettuce, has long heads and crisp 
leaves. Very mild and pleasant flavor served as a salad or 
cooked.

LONG ORANGE. A heavy cropper on light soils; much grown 
for stock as well as for table use. Roots scarlet-orange; 
10 to 12 inches long, 2 inches thick at the top; tapered, 
pointed. 


STOCK CARROTS

The only great difference is that cauli- 
flower heads must be protected from sunlight so as to 
make sure of the desirable white curd. Gather the tops of 
the leaves together loosely as soon as the heads begin to 
form. In shutting out the light, it is important not to 
cramp the heads. Pkt. 25c.

CELERY 


VY oz. to 100 ft., 4 oz. per acre. 


Sow from February to May in drills 1 foot apart. Later, 
usually in June, transplant to rows 3 feet apart and 6 
inches apart in row. Rows should be furrowed out so plants 


maybe set 6 inches deep. Later, soil may be banked 
against rows for blanching, even so-called self-blanching 
varieties needing the cool, moist soil to render the stalks 
crisp and tender, but this should not be done until a few 
weeks before harvesting. One ounce of seed will produce 
5000 plants. Pkt. 10c.
